GENERAL  SANITARY  SURVEY. 

During  the  past  five  years  the  District  of  Cuckfield  Urban 
has  altered  slightly  with  regard  to  general  character  and  social 
conditions.  The  District  is  chiefly  residential  and  agricultural, 
mostly  Dairy  Farming,  with  Building  Trades  and  Motor  Works. 
A modern  Infirmary  has  been  built  at  the  Union  Workhouse, 
which  is  available  for  the  Districts  of  Cuckfield  Urban,  Cuckfield 
Rural,  Haywards  Heath  and  Burgess  Hill. 

Sewerage. — All  houses,  with  exception  of  48,  are  connected 
to  the  Sewers,  which  are  well  laid,  ventilated,  and  flushed  from 
time  to  time.  The  Sewage  is  treated  on  a Sewage  Farm.  There 
are  34  Cesspools  and  14  Pails  for  those  houses  at  Tylers  Green 
and  elsewhere  that  cannot  be  connected  to  present  Sewers. 

Scavenging. — House  Refuse  is  removed  weekly  from  all  but 
18  houses.  The  Refuse  is  deposited  on  the  Sewage  Farm. 


Water  Supply. — ^Water  is  supplied  to  all  houses  under 
constant  pressure  from  the  Joint  Water  Board.  The  water  is 
of  good  quality. 

Housing. — Twelve  Houses  for  the  Working  Classes  were 
built  by  the  Council,  and  it  is  contemplated  to  build  22  houses. 
The  Sanitary  Inspector  reports  that  there  is  some  overcrowding, 
also  that  some  of  the  old  houses  are  in  bad  repair.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  gives  as  much  of  his  time  as  can  be  spared  to  inspeetion 
of  Food,  and  attends  at  the  Slaughter  Houses  during  killing 
time.  The  Humane  Slaughtering  of  Animals  has  been  adopted 
in  the  District. 

The  Sewage  Farm  shows  a loss,  whereas  formerly  there 
always  was  a profit.  The  Sewage  Farm  has  evidently  become 
sewage  sick,  and  it  is  a question  whether  mechanical  means  of 
filtration  would  not  be  advisable.
